And a number of essential texts some of which 
deserve to be widely known without previously being so. Contents have been 
compiled through the years 2003-2022 related to my own creative activity, extensive 
contacts and research. In not few cases, translations have been undertaken in order 
to transcend language barriers. Languages featured here are mainly English; there 
are however also instances of Japanese, German, Danish, French, Spanish, Russian, 
Czech and Polish.
